Transliteration 


One of the horses which represented 
Russia in the 1958 International at 
Laurel has been officially identified by 
The Jockey Club as Garnier, bay colt, 
1955. by Raufbold—Hassana, by Sector 
II—Grazia III, by Gregor. The spelling 
is different from previous usage in Eng- 
lish, and it is official; whether it has 
been improved is now beside the point. 

The Russian alphabet was not con- 
structed primarily for the convenience of 
English-speaking people, of course. Some 
of the letters are from the Latin alphabet, 
some from the Greek, some from mirror 
images of the Latin-English letters, some 
from outer space. Two or more English 
letters are required to approximate a 
single Russian letter in some instances, 
as in the case of the shch in the name 
of Khrushchev. The Kh at the beginning 
of this name is the accepted transliteration 
fer the Russian X, which approximates 
the Greek letter X and is pronounced 
like the sound a Scotsman makes at the 
end of the word loch. The z in the name 
of Garnier’s second dam is like the Ital- 
ian z, which accounts for our spelling it 
Gratsia, to approximate the English 
equivalent. 

Since the Soviet authorities already are 
talking of sending another entry for the 
1959 International, at Laurel, we may run 
into further difficulties with spelling, and 
more especially with indexing. 

There is no equivalent of the letter H 
in Russian (which uses the H symbol to 
represent the sound of N), but at the be- 
ginning of a word the H sound often is 
rendered by the Russian X or the Russian 
gamma. 

The gamma is the first letter, in Rus- 
sian, of Garnier and it is also the first 
letter of the names of his dam and his 
second dam. But since the Russians pro- 
nounce it Hassana, instead of Gassana. 
you will have to look in the H’s for the 
dam and in the G’s for the second dam. 
though, in Russian, they begin with the 
same letter. 

Another problem in transliteration and 
indexing is raised by The Jockey Club’s 
identification of the dam of *Hakuchikara. 
The official version is: Noborishiro, ch. 
m., 1944, by Diolite—Tukishiro, by Camp- 
fire. We have been spelling it Tsukishiro. 
In answer to our inquiry, Takashi Shi- 
moiizaka, of Hokkaido University, informs 
us: 

“We write the name of second dam 
of Hakuchikara § th and pronounce it 
tsukisilo. The letters originally meant 
moon and castle, but word has no definite 
meaning. When we translate name of 


horse into English, we express pronun- 
ciation of Japanese with Roman letter. 
And we have 2 kinds of Roman letter, 
one is Japanese style and the other is 
Hepburn style. If we express the name 
with Japanese style, write it Tukisiro, and 
with Hepburn style, Tsukishiro .. . I 
think it is usual that if we omit the second 
letter of the name, we also omit the sev- 
enth letter (h) of it.”

We think we will agree that, if Jack 
Hare finally has decided to take a rest, 
its near time. He has been escorting 
horses, Thoroughbred and __ otherwise, 
across the Atlantic Ocean for about 47 
years. The total number of horses he has 
taken across the ocean in one direction 
or the other cannot be estimated, but it 
would run into the thousands, since a 
single shipment frequently ran as high 
as 100 head, and once, in the first World 
War, he took a boatload of 750. 

Jack Hare was a favorite with 2 gen- 
erations of owners who wanted Thorough- 
bred horses moved from the U. S. to 
England or vice versa; he handled ship- 
ments well, and with a minimum of 
trouble, because he was a good horseman. 
In most American pedigrees of recent 
years there are several ancestors which he 
ferried across the Atlantic. His cross- 
ings, which probably numbered between 
400 and 500, were all by boat until air 
transport of horses was established. be- 
ginning in 1947, 

“T don’t care whether it’s by ship, rail- 
road, airplane, or on foot, as long as it’s 
*orses,” he said.

Oh! Plexiglass Sky 


William Zeckendorf, president of Webb 
and Knapp, has improved Manhattan 
Island considerably since he bought it 
from the Indians for $24. Last week, ac- 
cording to the United Press, his firm 
“planned to proceed to proceed with 
planning,” that is. it was aiming to get 
ready to start to commence fixing to 
begin, an indoor harness race track in 
New York City. “because the Republican 
administration and _ legislative leaders 
have promised to give the proposal favor- 
able consideration next year.” 


Gov. Nelson Rockefeller and the Re- 
public legislative leaders said in- 
deed, they had given no assurance or en- 
couragement to this proposal. But they 
probably will. Otherwise, how are they 
ever going to find out how they disappear 
the plexiglass sky, just in case they ever 
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want to stop racing long enough to let it 
rain inside for an hour or so? 


The Sport of Spurts 


Not until the programs go up to 10 
races a day will American racing have 
another opportunity such as the one it 
has just passed up without even hearing 
the knock on the door. Now we're going 
to have to put aside our hopes for an- 
other decade. 

In the good old days up to 1959 it was 
the custom at most tracks to offer 8 races 
a day. These races ran the gamut from 6 
to 9 furlongs with the shorter ones pre- 
dominating. but the crowds were enticed 
to stay for the last race because frequent- 
ly it was a marathon of a mile and an 
eighth. The first race was claiming, 6 
furlongs: second race, claiming, 6 fur- 
longs; third race. claiming, 6 furlongs. . . 
Age did not wither, nor custom stale, their 
infinite monotony. 

The racing commissions which insisted 
on 9 races a day would have done well 
to insist on seasoning the program with 
a little variety to offset the tedium. They 
could have provided at least one race had 
to be at a distance of 114 miles or more. 
er that the program had to include 2 
races the sum of whose distances was at 
least 214 miles. By this simple expedient 
they would have created a whole new set 
of box office stars and lessened the bore- 
dom between the first race and the last. 

The usual objection to distance racing 
is that horsemen don’t like it. The objec- 
tion is invalid for 2 reasons. (1) most 
of them have never tried it, and (2) it 
is more important to please the crowd 
than it is to please the horsemen. With 
9 races a day, all at virtually the same 
distance. we are forfeiting the finest part 
of the entertainment (and business) value 
of racing. 

If 9 races of the same kind were no 
less boring than 8, they should represent 
a 121% per cent increase in mutuel play. 
If this increase is realized, the American 
horse-player is not the sensitive soul we 
thought he was. 
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The Free (and Easy) Press 


The late Thomas B. Cromwell, when 
he first went to old Latonia as a repre- 
sentative of the Cincinnati Enquirer, re- 
ceived an envelope from the management 
at the end of the week. 


“What’s this?”” he asked. 

“It’s a little check you’ve earned by 
your services to Latonia and to racing,” 
he was told. 

The young man returned the envelope. 


“T don’t work for Latonia.” he said. 
“T work for the Cincinnati Enquirer.” 


This incident and some infrequent 
repetitions of it in later years were called 
to mind last week by a short article in 
Sports Illustrated in which managing 
editors, answering a questionnaire, ex- 
pressed “some frank opinions on_ the 
quality of sports reporting.” (A devilish 
notion to solicit from sports reporters 
some frank opinions on the quality of 
managing editors came within tempting 
distance, but we put it aside.) 


Among the managing editors’ criticisms 
of sports writers: Some are “damn near 
illiterate.” Many stories remain unwritten 
because of the reporters’ tendency to be 
“good sports.” or in order to maintain 
easy relations with management and 
players. The writers turn out “booster 
stuff” because promoters fawn on them. 
Space given professional teams is traded 
for transportation and traveling expenses. 
Sports reporting is “almost entirely sur- 
face reporting. completely uncritical.” 

Apparently none of the managing edi- 
tors went so far as to accuse promoters 
of direct bribery. But there still are 
promoters, in racing and elsewhere, who 
think that the only good press is an un- 
critical press; there are too few who 
understand that a controlled press, wheth- 
er regimented through sweetness, subtlety, 
or subornation. represents a dangerous 
neurectomy. 

In value of services to racing, how 
many thousands of claquers would have 
been equal to one critic like Thomas B.

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FLORIDA 
Bad Week for Troilus 


Miami. At Delaware Park last summer. 
trainer Charles Peoples watched Easy 
Spur gallop to an easy victory in the 
Caesar Rodney Stakes and promptly pre- 
dicted the Spring Hill Farm colt would 
become one of the best runners in his 
age group—possibly the best. 

When Easy Spur and Troilus hooked 
up at Hialeah Park, Peoples looked like 
a poor prophet. Troilus defeated Easy 
Spur by 6 lengths in the Bahamas Stakes 
and by 6%4 lengths in the Flamingo 
Stakes. Troilus seemed to have a_ lock 
on the Florida Derby. to be run 5 weeks 
later. 

But changes were in the making. At 
Gulfstream Park, Easy Spur won the 
Hutcheson Stakes by 214 lengths, and 
Brookmeade Stable’s Sword Dancer came 
back to the races to win over Dunce in 
impressive fashion. By the time Troilus 
went under the wire in the Fountain of 
Youth Stakes—8 lengths behind Easy 
Spur—he no longer was favored for the 
Florida Derby. 

Still relaxed and confident after Troil- 
us’ defeat in the Fountain of Youth was 
Peoples, a pleasant young man, whose 
speech is terse. 

Wasn't he disappointed when Troilus 
seemed short? 

“No, indeed.” 

How much work had Troilus had_ be- 
tween the Flamingo and Fountain of 
Youth? 

“Two halves and a slow three-quarters. 
That’s all.” 

Off Troilus’ work the previous Monday 
—7 furlongs from the gate in :23. :4515. 
75735. 1:1025. and 1:23%5—the colt did 
not figure to be short for the Derby? 

“Shouldn’t be.” Peoples said. “We hope 
not.” 

Peoples agreed the Derby would be a

3-horse race; felt Easy Spur would be 
tougher to handle than Sword Dancer. 

“T just figure Easy Spur’s done more 
this year. and last year. too. I’ve always 
been high on that one.” 


Consistent 


Peoples had not been surprised when 
Troilus won the Flamingo in such deci- 
sive fashion. 

“He looked like the horse right then. 
He was real good at the time.” 

Is Troilus as good now? 

“Yes, [ think so. He'll run his race 
Saturday.” 

Troilus had thrown in only 2 bad races 
in his 12 starts before the Derby, and in 
both instances he had excuses. In_ his 
third start, at Atlantic City last July. 
he almost fell down coming out of the 
gate, ran greenly, and was blocked re- 
peatedly, finishing seventh. He ran ninth 
in his first start at Hialeah this winter, 
but had propped at a sun spot while with- 
in 3 lengths of the leader. 

Peoples then put open blinkers on 
Troilus. and he won 3 in a row before 
the Fountain of Youth. 

“He’s got enough early speed to keep 
out of trouble.” Peoples said. “But his 
best races are coming just off the pace. 
He likes to run at a horse.” 


Did he tend to load when in front? 

“Well.” Peoples grinned. “He'll look 
around a little. He’s done it a couple of 
times.” 

After his excellent work Monday before 
the Derby. Troilus was allowed to relax. 
“He’s as fit as he’s going to be,” Peoples 
said. “I may blow him out slow tomorrow 
(Friday). I'm not sure. I like to just go 
along day to day.” 

Troilus stands 161% hands, and he is 
a well made colt. which was one of the 
principal reasons Peoples recommended 
that Bayard Sharp spend $9,000 to pur- 
chase him at the Garden State sales. 
Peoples broke him, and his only disability 
was when he bucked. front and back. in 
his second race. 

Peoples did not expect too fast a pace 
in the Florida Derby. “I could be wrong. 
you never know for sure.” he said. “But 
a lot of horses don’t carry their speed 
with 122 on their back. Carrying 110 is 
ene thing: 122 is something else. If the 
pace is too slow. there’s nothing to stop 
Troilus from meking his own pace.” 

Peoples. 35. has been training for 5 
years. He rode the jumps for Sharp; took 
over the training duties when Bill Pass- 
more left. He regards Troilus as a rugged 
colt which can stand a tough campaign. 
“He'll get the test from here on 
we'll see how rugged he really is.” 


The Trouble with Troilus 


out: 


As things developed, Troilus supplied 
much of the drama immediately before 
and after the Florida Derby. but he was 
no factor in the running. What figured to 


Easy Spur, ridden by Willie Hartack, passed Sword Dancer in the last sixteenth 
of the Florida Derby to win by three-quarters of a length.

be a 3-horse race turned out to be strictly 
a duel between Easy Spur and Sword 
Dancer. with Easy Spur coming on to 
score a hard-earned three-quarter-length 
victory. It was 9 more lengths back to 
Master Palynch, with Troilus last in the 
field of 9. 


The story behind Troilus’ unbelievable 
showing was confused. At about 10 o’clock 
Saturday morning—too late for either 
Miami daily newspaper to carry the in- 
formation—it was learned that Troilus 
had rapped himself in his stall the pre- 
vious day, injuring his left fore leg. 

On Saturday. however, Peoples iced the 
leg, had it checked carefully by veteri- 
narian Joseph Burch, It was decided to 
run him in the Derby. With the majority 
of the fans unaware of the injury, Troilus 
was second choice to odds-on Easy Spur. 
going off at 2.40-1. After the race. the 
Miami Herald carried a lengthy piece de- 
crying the fact that the public had thrown 
away its money without being told of 
the injury. 

But further inquiry, and some factors 


in the race itself, clouded the issue con- 


siderably. For one thing. abscessed teeth 
had been pulled from Troilus some time 
before his brilliant 7-furlong work on 
the Monday preceding the Derby. He had 
returned) from that work discharging 
mucus and it was necessary to steam out 
his head. Breathing difficulties may well 
have hampered Troilus in the Derby. 

A more obvious reason for Troilus’ un- 
fortunate race was that he bobbled coming 
out of the starting gate. For a horse which 
runs as Troilus does—always on the lead 
or near it—this was an almost fatal mis- 
hap. Chris Rogers hustled Troilus into 
fourth place coming out of the club house 
turn, but the colt stopped then and there. 
At the half-mile-pole Rogers realized his 
mount was not running and did not perse- 
vere. finally easing him at the eighth-pole. 

“T thought he was going a little dinky.” 
Rogers said after the race. “He didn’t 
respond at all.” 
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To complete the tale, Troilus appeared 
perfectly sound to those who looked him 
over carefully Saturday night. 


Hartack’s Top Ride 


As for the horses which did run true to 
form in the Derby, the result could well 
be attributed to an astute ride by Bill 
Hartack on Easy Spur and a something 
less than brilliant performance by Sam 
Boulmetis on Sword Dancer. 


Hartack had not seemed to be riding 
perticularly well this winter, but he was 
flawless this day. 

Master Palynch zoomed to the front 
right after the break. Sword Dancer. 
coming away sharply from the outside 
post, was gunned by Boulmetis as he ap- 
proached the club house turn, moving into 
second place, a length behind and on the 
cutside of Master Palynch. 

Those 2 sailed around the first turn in 
the clear. Behind them the field bunched. 
fighting for position. Troilus was forced 
wide, to further ruin his chances. 

Down the backside, Master Palynch 
and Sword Dancer continued 1-2, and it 
was obvious that the latter could go to the 
lead whenever he wanted to. Easy Spur 
was surprisingly close, in fourth place. 

On the far turn Sword Dancer zipped 
past Master Palynch, which quickly 
dropped out of contention, and Hartack 
moved with Easy Spur. 

Boulmetis, after putting away Master 
Palynch, went into a drive instead of giv- 
ing Sword Dancer a breather. He opened 
3 lengths. no more. 

Hartack took his mount to the middle 
of the track — Sword Dancer had the rail 
—and at the quarter-pole he made an- 
other run at the leader. This time Sword 
Dancer, though he hung on doggedly, had 
nothing left, and Easy Spur went by him 
in the final 70 yards. Both carried 122 
peunds. 

The first 6 furlongs had been run in 
1:0945. Easy Spur’s winning time for 
the mile and an eighth was 1:4715, only 
two ticks over the track record. 


Now it is Easy Spur which is being 
teuted as the horse to beat in the Ken- 
tucky Derby and Preakness. He was not 
nominated for the Belmont Stakes. 

Precisely 24 hours after the race, Sword 
Dancer’s trainer, young Elliott Burch, 
tried to review the race dispassionately. 
He took the defeat in good grace, but it 
was a bitter one. 

Burch refused to rap Boulmetis’s ride, 
but he did admit that the colt had not 
raced according to plan. 

“T didn’t want him rushed that early,” 
Burch said. “I wanted him to settle into 
stride, get position, and make his run the 
last part. Well, there’s no point dwelling 
on this one, it’s over and done. I’m just 
delighted to know I’ve got a good 3-year- 
old in the barn.” 

He would ship Sword Dancer to Ken- 
tucky the following Tuesday, but was not 
certain whether he would run him again 
before the Derby. The Derby Trial defi- 
nitely is not on Sword Dancer’s schedule. 

Trainer Paul Kelly said he would ship 
Easy Spur to Kentucky later in the month. 
He had maintained all along that the 
hard-running little gelding was better than 
some of his races indicated, and it seems 
ke was right.

Death of *Heliopolis 


The 23-year-old patriarch *Heliopolis 
died Tuesday, April 2. at Almahurst 
Farm in Jessamine County, Kentucky, 
about a month after the death of Alma- 
hurst owner Henry H. Knight. The horse 
had been under treatment for laminitis, 
an inflammation of tie hoof which made 
it difficult for him to move about, but the 
cause of death was atiributed by the farm 
to old age. 


*Heliopolis had had 15 crops at the 
race track through 1958, and his sons 
and daughters had won 1,650 races and 
had earned $9,442.948. Twice. in 1950 
and 1954, he was the leading sire in 
North America, and each year from 1948 
through 1957 he was among the first 10. 

*Heliopolis, bred and raced in Eng- 
land by Lord Derby, was a product of 
Hyperion and an exceedingly fine female 
line going back through the St. Simon 
mare Santa Brigida. The dam. Drift, won 
the Old Nursery Stakes, the Breeders’ St. 
Leger, ard several other major events, 
and she produced, in addition to *Heliop- 
olis, the Two Thousand Guineas winner 
Tide-way (dam of Gulfstream) and _ the 
One Thousand Guineas and Oaks winner 
Sun Stream (dam of Herculaneum and 
Riviera). 

In 3 campaigns in England *Heliopolis 
won 5 of 14 starts and earned £14,792. 
He won the Imperial Produce Stakes. 
Prince of Wales’s Stakes. and Princess 
of Wales’s Stakes, and was third to Blue 
Peter in the Derby. 

The horse was brought to the U. S. in 
1941 by E. E. Dale Shaffer, who then 
owned Coldstream Stud, and in his only 
race that year he was unplaced. Shaffer 
sent him to Coldstream, and in 1942 he 
had his first crop of 3 foals. the stakes 
winners Alexis and Helioptic and the 
winner Floredna. By 1943 he was the 
third-leading American sire. 

In 1951 Knight bought Coldstream and 
acquired *Heliopolis., which he syndi- 
cated and moved to Almahurst. 

*Heliopolis sired 21 winners of $100.- 
000 or more: Olympia, Greek Ship. Sum- 
mer Tan. Ace Admiral. High Gun, Helio- 
scope, Princess Turia. Greek Song, Alexis, 
Aunt Jinny, Clear Dawn, Red Hannigan. 
Itsabet, Gala Fete, Grecian Queen, The 
Pincher, Rose Trellis, Parlo, Helfast. 
Heliowise, and Ode. With a lifetime aver- 
age-earnings index of 3.79 through 1957, 
he was in the top 1 per cent of North 
American sires. 

His book had been reduced in the last 
few years. In 1958 he covered 14 mares, 
and this year he had been bred to 3. He 
was buried in the horse cemetery at Alma- 
hurst.

WHERE THEY COME FROM 


One of the questions forever being asked by writers. speakers. and students is: 
What percentage of American race horses are bred in Kentucky (or Virginia. or 
Maryland. or California)? Until last month there was no basis for answering the 
question. except by estimate and by guess. For the last 10 years or so. when the 
question was specific for the state. The Blood-Horse has been replying that “between 
25 and 30 per cent” of the Thoroughbreds bred in North America were foaled in 
Kentucky. 


Thanks to another innovation in the service provided by The Jockey Club. the 
question now can be answered with precision. The March number of the Racing 
Calendar reported “the number of registered foals dropped in each state during 1957 
as well as the number dropped in Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Canada, Cuba. and Mexico.” 
From the alphabetic list giving the number for each political subdivision. the follow- 
ing tabulation was constructed; it shows the various areas in order of number of foals 
reported, with percentages of the 10.757 total.

The Gulfstream Park betters gave most of the 
play in the Florida Derby to Easy Spur, Troilus, 
and Sword Dancer, and odds on the other 6 starters 
ranged from 17-1 to 106-1. Troilus proved unable 
to give his best effort.

Master Palynch set the early pace, with Sword 
Dancer second and Easy Spur close up. Mid-way 
down the backstreteh Sword Dancer took over, and 
a few strides later Easy Spur passed Master 
Palynch. The Breokmeade colt| maintained 3- 
length lead around the turn and was still 2 on 
top at the eighth-pole. Easy Spur wore him down 
and in the last 50 yards went to the front, win- 
ning by three-quarters of a length in the excellent 
time of 1:47%, two-fifths of a second slower 
than the record set by Gen. Duke in the 1957 Derby. 
The winner ran the last furlong in about 12 
seconds. 

It was the third straight stakes score at Gulf- 
stream Park for Easy Spur, which had taken the 
6%-furlong Hutcheson Stakes on March 11 and 
the 1,g-mile Fountain of Youth Stakes on March 
25. Trainer P. L. Kelley said Easy Spur would 
be kept in Florida for about 2 weeks, then shipped 
to Churchill Downs, where he would run in_ the 
Derby Trial on April 28. Pedigree and family

In the $15,000 Inquisitor Handicap which 
opened the Jamaica season on March 25 Isendu 
(117) beat Kentucky Pride (124), an even-money 
favorite, by about 3 lengths. For the Paumonok 
Handicap 10 days later racing secretary Frank E. 
Kilroe gave the 2 colts 123 pounds each, and the 
bettors again picked Kentucky Pride, this time 
at 3-2. 

Kentucky Pride took a narrow lead over Isendu 
in the first furlong and held it until mid-way in 
the turn, where Isendu took an advantage which 
he refused to surrender. Second choice, he paid 
$5.50. 

Foaled at Mrs. R. H. Bardwell’s Wolf Run 
Farm, Lexington, Isendu was the fourth foal of 
the high-class race mare Itsabet, which previously 
had produced Ifabody. Racing for the Brookfield 
Farm of Harry Isaacs, Baltimore clothing manu- 
facturer, Isendu has been unplaced cnly twice 
in 17 starts, although the Paumonok was his first 
stakes victory.

Rosewcod, spotting 8 to 16 pounds to 7 oppo- 
nents, was an even-money favorite for the Suwannee 
River Handicap, but she appeared to dislike the 
slow track. Searching Wind led for 6 furlongs, be- 
fore giving up to Happy Princess on the stretch 
turn, and Oil Rich took over near the three-six- 
teenths-pole and kept a 1%4-length through 
the final furlong. Seventh choice, the winner paid 
$35.40. 

Oil Rich, fealed April 3, 1955, was one of the 
better fillies through the first half of 1957, winning 
the Rancocas Stakes and finishing second in the 
Ro-edale and Fashion Stakes, third in the Na- 
tional Stallion Stakes. In her only efforts beyond 
5 furlongs she was unplaced in the Pollyanna and 
Arlington Lassie Stakes. She received 108 pounds 
in the Experimental Free Handicap. 

In allowance competition in New York last year 
she won one of 8 starts, and this season she had 
ben second once and third twice in sprints at 
Hialeah Park. 

Phalanx, which is owned by Elmendorf and 
C. V. Whitney, has one other stakes winner this 
year, Infantry. Oil Princess, which Elmendorf 
bought for $2,000 at a mixed auction at Tatter- 
salls, in Lexington, in April, 1953, has a yearling 
filly by Greek Song.

generously to create for the state a major industry. 


Big Dreams on Improved Farms 


By WARREN SCHWEDER 

The Ilinois Thoroughbred breeding in- 
dustry in the last 2 years has grown in 
heroic proportions, especially in the Chi- 
cago area. Illinois is not yet a major 
breeding state, but farm owners are 
spending a lot of money to make it one. 

The incentive, of course. is a far-reach- 
ing Illinois racing bill designed to en- 
courage investment capital, and in this 
it has been eminently successful. Whereas 
a half-dozen years ago there were an 
estimated 1,000 acres engaged in pro- 
ducing race horses, today there are ap- 
proximately 10,000 acres. Whereas in 1953 
there were about 100 broodmares in the 
state, today there are about 850, and the 
number is growing by the month. On 
April 1 there were 139 stallions standing 
in Illinois and there were 348 owners of 
horses, not including syndicates. 

The state still has more than its share 
of bad horses, and in some cases facilities 
fall far short of being big league, but 
significant strides have been made. 
especially in land and buildings, and it 
is the hope of investors that the quality 


of stock will improve as dramatically. 
Again, the principal reliance seems to be 
on the new racing bill. In view of the 
considerable resources which have been 
expended on behalf of Illinois breeding, 
we asked Paul Serdar. a breeder and 
chairman of the Illinois Racing Board. 
why it was important that Illinois em- 
bark upon an expensive Thoroughbred 
breeding program. 

“That's almost a_ silly question.” he 
said. “First. we are improving the land 
and adding to its taxable value. and that 
benefits the whole state of Illinois. Sec- 
ond, we are creating employment. which 
benefits the state. Third. land which used 
to create surplus commodities now has 
been taken out of production at no cost 
to the taxpayer, and that benefits the 
state and the rest of the country. Fourth. 
we are putting more money in circulation. 
and that benefits everyone.” 

It had been nearly 3 years since our 
last tour of the Chicago area. and the 
changes were marked. At every farm there 
were new buildings. new fences. and 


more horses. and most breeders were 


grateful for the racing bill which spurred 
them on. No one had profited as yet. but 
substantial money soon would be offered 
Illinois owners and breeders, from the 
state’s share of proceeds from the ninth 
race, 

Illinois. and particularly the Chicago 
area. had suffered through one of the 
worst winters in years. Only the week 
before our tour, snows had drifted fence- 
top high. and in some places farm  per- 
sonnel had been unable to get in or out. 
Most of the snow now had melted. and 
many farm roads and paths were hub- 
cap deep in mud.

An unusual feature of the Jacnot op- 
eration was the use of shredded sugar 
cane for bedding and in the walking 
areas, and Wilson said that it was in 
many ways more satisfactory than straw. 
A product of Louisiana, the cane is sold 
in Chicago for $52 a ton, and it is shipped 
in 100-pound bales. It is absorbent and 
spongy. and not very dusty. 

The manager said there was less waste 
when mucking out stalls. and he felt that 
the cane, when thrown on fields, provided 
a good “fertilizer.” 

Jacnot is one of the best-appointed 
farms in the Chicago community, and Jack 
Hogan has been generous with it. Despite 
the severe winter snows and mud, the 
place was well groomed. and the stock 
was in good flesh. 


Rothmore Farm 


Several improvements had been made 
at Edwin C. Roth’s Rothmore Farm, near 
Hebron. including a quarter-mile covered 
track. The corrugated steel shed is open 
to the weather on the inside, and the 
inner court provides grazing for the stal- 
lions. Roth said that, despite the severe 
winter, the track had not frozen, and that

“Even when it was 16 below zero, we 
were going a half-mile a day,” said Eddie 
Roth, son of the owner and boss of the 
farm and racing stable. “Since the first 
of March we have been doing 2 miles a 
day at a 2-minute clip, and I think this 
beats jogging around an indeor training 
barn.”

a Miogli horse, and Warrior Nelson, a 
striking 3-year-old son of *Royal Charger 
—*Chantress. 

Warrior Nelson was bought privately 
last fall from Miss Mildred Woolwine. 
The colt was injured before the 1957 
Keeneland summer sales, and he did not 
race. He is filling out into quite a hand- 
some horse, and the Roths expect him to 
cover a few mares this year. 

Rothmore also has a new 14-stall train- 
ing barn. 

The senior Roth, incidentally, was the 
principal architect of last year’s Illinois 
racing bill, which was written by him and 
his attorney, State Sen. Bernard S. Neis- 
tein. He and Neistein also wrote this year’s 
amendments, which now are before a Sen- 
ate committee. 


A Pony Farm 


It was while we were at Rothmore that 
Dan Roth, brother of the owner, suggested 
that we look in on “one of the best farms 
you'll ever see.” This turned out to be 
Fernwood Farm, at Barrington, an estab- 
lishment devoted to the breeding, showing. 
and selling of Shetland ponies. This side- 
trip, undertaken a bit reluctantly, pro- 
vided one of the most interesting hours of 
the Illinois tour, as Dan Roth, who also 
raises ponies, had known it would. 

Fernwood, watered by 3 lovely lakes. 
encompasses about 350 acres of rolling. 
well fenced land. Its owner is A. C. Bueh- 
ler, president of the Victor Adding Ma- 
chine Company and of a subsidiary firm 
which makes electric golf carts. 


Buehler, pink-cheeked, middle-aged 
man of exceptional good humor, was 
proudest of a new training barn and 
Frisco Pete, a 9-year-old pony which has 
been grand champion of nearly everything 
for the last 5 or 6 years. Whatever ponies 
are supposed to have, Frisco Pete appar- 
ently had. 

It was the barn that commanded our 
attention. It had 24 stalls. tack rooms. 
trophy room, and a large chamber, about 
the size of a basketball floor, where the 
ponies were worked and exercised. 

The barn was of “unit-strut construc- 
tion.” that is, it was built of pre-cut ply- 
wood panels covered with a thin protec- 
tion of steel the color of gunmetal. The 
center aisle was asphalt, and the floor of 
the stalls was made from 2 lavers of 
green (unbaked) brick. 

Buehler explained that after the bricks 
were fitted into the stalls they were thor- 
oughly watered, making them expand 
tightly against one another and hardening 
them. They became so hard that the heel 
of a shoe hardly dented them, but Buehler 
said they were porous enough to be ab- 
sorbent. 

The barn smelled no more of horse 
than the Marshall Field toy department. 
and Buehler credited this to the plywood- 
end-steel construction. 

“Wood. you know, takes up the odors. 
and holds them.” he said, “but with this 
type barn it’s impossible. We want to 
clean it. all we have to do is put the hose 
to it and wash it down. It’s impossible for 
this barn to smell.” 


The Denemark Farm 


It was early morning and bitter cold

when we stopped at Emil Denemark’s 90- 
acre farm at Hinsdale. Denemark was in 
Hot Springs, but we were met by his man- 
ager, Nicholas Ferjencik, who didn’t seem 
to mind the cold at all. 

“It’s not bad.” he said. “It was 10 
below, maybe colder, and I tell you we 
had the mares out 2 hours a day, maybe 
more.” 

Ferjencik left the Czechoslovakian army 
shortly after the war, when the Com- 
munists moved in, and fled to the United 
States. He was a veterinarian in his native 
land, as well as an army officer, and now 
he had been with Denemark for 10 years. 
He does most of the work on the farm. 
There are 17 mares, including 4 boarders. 


After looking at some of the stock, and 
especially at Ferjencik’s favorite yearling, 
a bay colt by Cruiser Helena—Future Ro- 
mance, we hustled to the warmth of the 
training barn. This was a huge structure, 
250 feet long and very tall; the morning 
sun poured in through its skylights. At 
one time it apparently had been a dairy 
barn. At one end of the barn Denemark 
had built 20 box stalls, back to back, and 
at the other end was a tanbark walking 
ring. Ferjencik hoped to build 20 more 
stalls. and certainly there was enough 
room for them. 

We remarked on the good manners of 
the stallions (Cruiser Helena, Le Monde, 
and Red Curtice), and Ferjencik explain- 
ed that he rode them every day, regardless 
of the weather. “I feed them sugar and 
am nice to them,” he said. “This Cruiser 
Helena, he was a screwball when he first 
came here. very hard to ride. I learned 
that if I dropped the reins he would not 
fight me, and now he is as good as the 
others.” 


Wadsworth and Woodview 


Larry Lyons, owner of Wadsworth Farm, 
is a publisher’s representative, or adver- 
tising salesman, and, since he was en- 
gaged in Chicago, his wife showed us 
around the farm. The Lyonses are one of 
the new families in racing. On their 60- 
acre farm are 2 mares and the stallions 
Cientifico and Quiet Step. There are fa- 
cilities for 20 mares. 

Mrs. Lyons said they had been inter- 
ested in horses for many years, and that 
they once had owned a stable of polo 
ponies. They bought Wadsworth Farm in 
January, 1958, now are engaged in build- 
ing paddocks. 

Edward A. Ginsburg’s Woodview Farm, 
at Palatine. actually is 2 farms. roughly 
equal in size, across the road from one 
another. The last 78 acres were bought 
about a year and a half ago, and here 
Ginsburg converted a dairy barn into a 
broodmare barn, built new paddocks, ete. 
breeding shed and _ stallion quarters 
were added as a wing to the mare barn. 


Manager Charles Huff said that Wood-

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view had 9 broodmares of its own and 
several for clients. 

Two stallions stand here, Tiger Wander 
and the good stakes winner *Blue Choir. 
Huff said *Blue Choir, one of the few 
top-class race horses in Illinois, would 
get about 20 mares this year. The young 
stallion was a picture. about 16 hands and 
well filled out. 


Locust Lawn Farm 


Paul Serdar. in addition to breeding 
and racing horses and running affairs of 
the Illinois Racing Board. breeds mink 
and does some dirt farming. There is not 
much idle time in his working day. but 
nevertheless he escaped for an hour to 
Locust Lawn Farm, and. while we shiver- 
ed, he displayed as much of his stock as 
he could. 

We remarked especially on the size of 
the Spur On yearlings and foals, which 
were far larger than we would have ex- 
pected. 

“It’s the darnedest thing I ever saw. and 
I don't know where they get it.” Serdar 
said. “Almost everything I’ve seen by 
this horse has been of good size. really 
good size.” 

Spur On. when he finally was brought 
out, chinned at 151% hands. 

Serdar also stands Fiddle and Tussle 
Patch, and it has been his policy to breed 
as many mares as he can to outside stal- 
lions. He has 17 of his own mares, and 
a few boarders on Locust Lawn’s 290 
acres. 


Twinwin and Pat Kay 


There was time for 2 more. George 
Bachner’s Twinwin and_ Bob 
Moore’s Pat Kay Farm, both at Barring- 
ton. 

Bachner has been at Twinwin about 3 
years, and he started from scratch with 
barns and paddocks. His broodmare barn 
is a unique 2-in-] structure. He converted 
an old “pig and cow barn” into box 
stalls, and outside of this, like an en- 
velope, he built the walls of the brood- 
mare barn. In effect, he created a shed- 
row. 

Boodle, *King Bruce Il, Ben A. Jones, 
and *Dormello are quartered in a sep- 
arate wing, recently constructed. Bachner 
said *Dormello got 40 mares last year 
and probably would have even more this 
year. 

“Last year. we covered about 18 per 
cent of the mares in Illinois.” he said. 

Bachner, a young man, in his low-30’s, 
made himself independent with a patent 
which he sold to Yale lock. For a while 
he was an official with the firm, but he 
now is retired. 

“You know Preston Madden down in 
Kentucky.” he said. “Well, he got me 
interested in horses.” 

Moore is an attorney. though he gives 
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more time to Pat Kay Farm than he does 
to his law practice. 

Pat Kay. with 36 acres. is one of the 
smaller farms, but Moore had 9 of his 
own mares and several others for clients. 
There is a 5-furlong training track. 

Moore has built a new 10-stall alum- 
inum barn, which now is being used by 
barren mares but which this summer will 
be given to yearlings. 

“T especially like this barn.” Moore said. 
“There is no maintenance, and it is cool 
in the summer, warm in the winter.” 

Pat Kay is the home of The Dude. and 
there are pictures of him everywhere. 


Problems in Growing 


The brief time we had for visiting was 
enough to indicate the stimulating effect 
of the Hlinois racing bill. The measure 
was patterned after the one in use in 
California, and it makes so many finan- 
cial concessions to county fairs and agri- 
cultural interests that the legislature will 
be unlikely to tamper with it. (By 1961 
the Fund for Ilinois-Bred Thoroughbreds 
will take 40 per cent of the state’s share 
of taxes on the ninth race, and most of 
the rest will go into the Agriculture Pre- 
mium Fund and the Fair and Exposition 
Fund.) By 1961 an annual sum of $500.- 
000 will be available for Tlinois-bred 
races, and by 1963 each track in the state 
will be expected to present a home-bred 
race each racing day. 

The prospect of sharing in this bon- 
anza quite naturally has encouraged _in- 
vestment capital, and whether this money 
is being shrewdly spent is something each 
man must answer for himself. 

Although the broodmare population has 
grown in leaps, quality has not kept pace 
with numbers. As elsewhere, most owners 
set a higher value on pedigree than on 
racing class, with the result that they are 


caught in a high market, in which they 
are not yet ready to compete. The answer 
has been a falling back upon the nether 
world of asterisks, family numbers. and 
famous names 3 times removed, all of 
which can be bought cheaply. This may 
change in time. but the lessons will be 
expensive. 

Another generally recognized problem 
is the ratio of broodmares to stallions 
and the tendency for a farm with a dozen 
mares and 2 to 4 stallions to breed its 
own mares only to its own horses. The 
gradually accelerating race programs 
probably will cure some of this; a few 
bad years on the track may convince some 
breeders that *Achilles Heel VII, even 
though Gainsbough is back there some- 
where. is a poor risk. 

The shortage of trained personnel, ex- 
tending from veterinarians to farm work- 
ers, presumably will cease to be a prob- 
lem as experience accumulates. 

There is a long way to go, and the risk 
is great: but these Midwesterners are a 
determined breed.

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Nicks and Blood Types 


... 1 feel as though you have missed 
the whole point of my talk. My only 
object in giving this talk was to present 
a progress report on typing the blood of 
the Thoroughbred and to ask the Ken- 
tucky horsemen to allow us to sample 
their horses. It seems as though I lost 
you between the antibodies and the an- 
tigens somehow. You have based your 
entire editorial (The Biood-Horse, March 
28. page 680) on a misquote. 

I did not say that blood types would 
definitely be useful in selecting the prop- 
er sire for a mare in question, but in- 
stead I saw possibilities where we might 
be able to use blood types in aiding us in 
our selection of sires... . 

I said that our work when completed 
could be helpful in registration problems. 
questionable parentage. double stud fers. 
and transfusions. I said that we might, 
as a result of this blood typing. be in a 
better position to choose the correct sire 
for a mare in question. We might be in 
u position to breed on a more scientific 
basis as a result of the study of the in- 
heritance of blood types. When I made 
these statements I believed that our work 
might prove these ideas as facts. My 
theories. foolish though they may seem 
to you, are my own. based on observations 
of successful breeders and my knowledge 
of genetics. I will endeavor to prove or 
disprove these theories with facts as we 
progress in our work. 

I do wish to thank vou for your interest 
in ovr work, for publicitv. good or bad. 
stimulates thinking. I will be most anxious 
to hear other people’s thoughts on the 
matter. For each theory. right or wrong. 
is alwavs welcome. It is tedious work 
sorting the wheat from the chaff. but if 
enly one proven theory remains it has 
been worth the effort.

It apvears from your article in_ this 
week’s issue of The Blood-Horse that you 
were far too interested in clocking Mr. 
Hyland’s short address to the Thorough- 
bred Club than you were in listening to 
Dr. Gilman’s talk concerning the progress 
ma?e by The Jockey Club. through Dr. 
Gilman’s efforts. to successfully type the 
equine blood. This remarkable feat has 
never before been brought along as far 
as this fine veterinarian has been able to. 

Instead of a few words of well deserved 
praise for the work that Dr. Gilman has 
cecomplished in the project. all you seem 
able to do is heap upon him, in the form 


of many diversified and sarcastic re- 
marks, personal insults. 

It seems that it is a wrong move to say 
anything in front of you about the possi- 
bility of nicks making a difference in 
breeding for quality. Through the article. 
you once more have started making with 
the figures. Is this the only way that you 
can think? If you put your calculator 
away for a moment and think back, Dr. 
Gilman made no definite statement that 
he would be able to prove nicks through 
his blood work. No definite statement 
was made to say that this work would 
enable breeders to produce a better class 
of horses through nicks brought about by 
certain blood types. To quote from Dr. 
Gilman’s speech, “such nicks may have 
some relationship to blood types.” “May” 
is the word, not “do.” .. . 


Dr. Gilman very specifically outlined 
the portions of his work that would be 
of tremendous value to the industry as a 
whole. Among these were the expansion 
of surgical operations that heretofore 
were impossible due to the necessity of 
transfusing blood in more complicated 
operations. Also blood can now be_re- 
placed that has been lost through a seri- 
ous wound. Finally an anemic horse with 
a low red cell count can now be brought 
back to normal in a matter of hours in- 
stcad of months as it now takes to build 
up a horse with blood building products 
now on the market. He also expressed a 
hope that in the future we might be able 
to eliminate from the records all instances 
of double parentage through a negative 
test similar to that being presently used 
with humans. This test should prove be- 
yend a doubt that one stallion is definitely 
not the sire of a particular foal. However. 
for the time being. this too is a might 
not a will, 


... Through this article. you have be- 
come the dark horse in this race. What 
race? Why the race for champion con- 
clusion-jumper of the year. of course. 


P. S. If you can work up the courage 
to answer this in print and print my letter 
along with it, 1 would appreciate it if you 
would withhold my name. . 


Grant and So Wash Wear 


I have always taken it for granted that 
news and articles published in your mag- 
ezine have generally been checked for 
accuracy in contrast to my attitude as to 
what I read in the newspapers pertaining 
to racing. In my experience I have found 
that as many times as not racing writers 
on newspapers do not check the facts be- 
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fore they write about them. I regret that 
you have also taken this easy way. 

I refer to your article on page 707 of 
the April 4, 1959, issue of The Blood- 
Horse which you title “The Grant Way.” 
For your enlightenment, here are the 
facts. 

The filly, So Wash Wear, which was 
involved, definitely had no fever the morn- 
ing of the race and showed no indications 
of fever when being saddled in the pad- 
dock for the race. While Grant was taking 
the filly to the post, Mr. White, the train- 
er. commented to me that she was not 
warming up with too much life, but at 
no time did she taken an unsound step. 
When Grant requested from Dr. Keller, 
the veterinarian at the post. that the filly 
be scratched on the grounds of unsound- 
ness, Grant no doubt should have said 
that the filly did not warm up as she 
should have. Dr. Keller could not possibly 
have observed any unsoundness in the 
filly because she was not unsound then 
or during the race or after the race; act- 
ually the filly had not taken a lame step 
since the day she was broken. up to and 
including today. Dr. Keller certainly could 
not have scratched the horse on the basis 
of Grant’s diagnosis of the horse as being 
leme when Grant only could have said 
the horse did not warm up properly. 

Grant also has admitted after viewing 
the pictures of the race with the stewards 
that he was mistaken in saying the filly 
had stumbled three times, because the 
pictures show very plainly that the filly 
at no time took a false step after the 
break. Actually, from my observation of 
the pictures, Grant did not try to let the 
filly run and the pictures plainly show 
that the filly was pulled up to last im- 
mediately after the break even though it 
seemed as if she might get to the front 
if she were permitted to run by the 
jockey. 

When the filly was returned to the 
barn, she was absolutely sound and al- 
though she had no temperature then, she 
did not act as she should have. As you 
state, she did come up with 104-degree 
temperature the next morning. which does 
verify Grant’s assumption that something 
was wrong with the horse but certainly 
does not reflect on Dr. Keller. because 
he could not possibly have known the 
filly was getting sick and_ therefore 
scratch her. To be practical about it. you 
know as well as I that if the veterinarian 
scratched the horses which jockeys inform 
him did not warm up satisfactorily. there 
would be a mess. 

This letter is certainly not written in 
criticism of Howard Grant, for in my 
opinion he is an excellent rider and a 
fine gentleman; but on the other hand, 
your inferences in the article certainly 
do an injustice to the capable Dr. Keller 
and also reflect to an extent on our stew- 
ards. Mr. Flanagan. Mr. Colwill. and Mr. 
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Harron, 3 of the finest stewards in the 
country. It so happends that Mr. White, 
the trainer of So Wash Wear, is also my 
trainer and has been for the past 12 
years, which gives me the complete access 
to all the facts as they really are.
